Mechanical ProcesHes employed to illnke 


Winter Temperature This Summer. 


The effort to bring the advantages of 


refrigeration obtained by mechanical 
processes within the reach of small con- 
sumers has taken two directions—'tho 
production of small anil inexpensive au°- 
tomatic machines and a system of hirp- 
p]y of the reingeraut from central sta- 
tions. The latter is now in successful 
operation at both St. Louis and Denver. 


In one of the St. Lonis restaurants, 


which the enterprising owner has deco- 
rated in a manner suggestive of the 
polar regions, pipes upon tho walls are 
connected with the Ftreet lino, so that 
in sweltering summer he can turn on 
the cold and defy tho dog days. An at- 
mosphere of 12 degrees below the tuui- 
peraturo out of doors has an enticing 
coolness. 


Another example of tho varied appli- 


cations of tho system to bo seen in a 
cafe window daily is a display oi eat- 
ables upon a heavily frosted tablo. This 
attraction is secured by making for the 
top of the table a shallow closed tank 
completely filled with brine, through 
whiuh are passed the pipes of a refriger- 
ating coil. The brine, being cooled be- 
low the freezing point, gathers its snowy 
covering from tho moisture of Ihe nt- 
mosphcre. Above it in the window are 
pipes curved to form the letters of tho 
proprietor's name. They, too, constitute 
an expansion coil and glisten with" a 
heavy, snowy coat. 
Jw a drug store an 


elaborate soda fountain exposes not tho 
customary pictures of frostwork, 
bnfc 


real frost. The refrigerating pipes are 
ingeniously carried through this foun- 
ctuii m such a way as to cool without 
danger of freezing tho various liquids 
and are exposed to view in places curved 
in fanciful shapes and presenting a re- 
freshing sight of dry white frost.—W. 
W. Smith in Cassier's Magazine. 


IT EATS GOLD. 


A New Substance With Whlob tue Chemists 


of New York Are WrestlinR. 


A new substance, which as yet has not 


been successfully classified, has been 
brought to tho attention of chemists. It 
is califd "traigo oro," 


Tho discovery came about in a pecul- 


iar manner. A Spaniard who lived in 
Mexico was on account of political rea- 
sons obliged to flee from the country. 
He went to Paris, but before going 
buried a large quantity of gold in a 
stout oaken chest in n secluded spot. 
Recently he returned and dug up his 
treasure. Imagine his surprise to find 
the chest not filled with tho shining 
gold, but with a black kind of a pow- 
der, 
which showed signs of animal hio. 


Chemical tests havo shown that the 


black mineral, or animal, which it has 
not bee4 definitely determined, had con- 
sumed the gold. A quantity of traigo 
oro has been sent to New York, where 
Uie chemists are testing for a method to 
reconvert it to its original composition. 
It is said that gold is indestructible and 
that some process can be adopted where- 
by the gold may be reclaimed.—Cincin- 
nati Enquirer.

Superintendent provoked a storm of 
adverse criticism of the Southern Pa- 
cific methods, as it was believed that 
the declaration of Mr. Fillmora was 
sanctioned by the Company. Now C. 
P. Huntington, President of the Com- 
pany, has vrttten a letter from New 
York in which he de-lares that Mr. 
Fillmore's reported policy is nut the 
policy of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. Mr. Huntington says " he can 
hardly believe that Mr. Filmore used 
the language attributed to him, but if 
he did he was deoidadly wrong." 


That Mr. Filmore did use language 


of similar import to that imputed to 
him in the Examiner interview there is 
ample yroof. A member of theA.E. 
U. of-Rtno, who destroyed no railroad 
propertj (in fact no railroad property 
in this vicinity was destroyed), applied 
to Mr. Fillmore for work on the rail- 
road. Mr. Fillmore's reply w»s that 
"it tbo applioaat wanted work on a 
railroad he would have to go east of 
the Missouri to get it." That answer 
could scarcely be expected to endear 
the recipient to the company, and 
there 'a no doubt whatever of its 
authenticity. The man felt that he 
had been boycotted by a powerful 
corporation, which could enforce its 
decrees much more effectively than 
the A. R. U. could its boycott of the 
Pullman cars. 
Doubtless, hundreds 


of similar answers to applications for 
positions on the raihoad were sent out 
by Mr. Fillmore, and it waa but lea 
eonable that the public should suppose 
that the General Superintendent was 
carrying out the policy of the company 


That the ine.a who refused to handle 


Pullman cars on the several roads on 
which they are used, for the purpose of 
bringing the Pullman Company to 
terms, may have acted imprudently 
does not justify a great corporation 
like the Southern Pacific Company 
bounding them to death, by conspir- 
ing with other companies to prevent 
them from making a livelihood. A 
mm who has to rely on his labor for 
support must starve, beg or steil if he 
c-innot get 
employment, Mr Fill- 


tnore's policy would compel many to 
do one of the three, as they have not 
means to pay their way east of the Mis- 
souri, and besides they might not bo 
able to get emplryment on the other 
side of that rive' 


It must be gratifying to the men 


thrown out of employment through 
the late strike to Know that Mr. Hun- 
tington and the owners of the South- 
era Pacific do not approve the policy 
of Mr. Filltnore, who is only an em- 
ploye of the company. Mr. Hunting- 
ton could not afford to do it. His 
co-npany has been engaged m boycotts 
which are certainly no more justifiable 
than that of the Pullman cars, and 
be must forgive if he hopes to be for- 
given. 


Men engaged in the strike who com- 


mitted no overt act, but simply quit 
work in compliance with the require- 
ments of an organization of which they 
were members should not be black- 
listed and driven out of the country by 
a company which, if report be true, 
joined in the boycott of roads which 
would not enter into a combination to 
keep transportation rates as high 
the traffic would bear.

The 
five votes were fraudulent There was 
but one delegate of the party from this 
county and he was self-appointed, and 
represented no sentiment of any party 
in thia county. There is no Bepnbh- 
can party in Humboldt, and its twin 
brother was strangled to death two 
years ago with a Cleveland decoction 
of deceit and traitorous innocuous 
desuetude. 
Some of the gentlemen 
whose names were mentioned as dele- 
gates from this county, we learn, have 
consulted a lawyer with a view of 
bringing a suit against the proxy con- 
vention for libel and slander.

one resident, and he was self-appointed, 
and that several counties in which no 
delegates had been elected or appointed 
were represented by Carson people who 
assumed without authority to repre- 
sent them, accounts for the noticeable 
fact that the only reference to the Dem- 
ocratic party in the platform is rather 
complimentary than otherwise. 


THE HJbNNEPIN CANAL. 


For many years the project of con- 


necting the Mississippi river with the 
great lakes by canal has been discussed 
in the press and in Congress. Finally 
an act was passed by the present Con- 
gress authorizing the building of the 
canal and making an appropriation for 
its construction. The line of the canal 
has been surveyed, the trees and un- 
derwood have beea removed from the 
first section of the right-of-way and 
within a few days the contract will be 
awarded and active work commenced. 


The Hennepin canal is to form one 


of the links of a gigantic waterway 
which will connect the Northwestern 
States with the great lakes at Chicago. 
It leaves the Mississippi rivet-near the 
mouth of Bock river, a few miles be- 
low Bock Island, and crosses the State 
of Illinois to Chicago. It will make it 
possible for sailing craft from the Mis- 
sissippi to reach the Atlantic by way 
of the lakes, the Welland canal and 
the Sb Lawrence river. It will materi- 
ally reduce the cost of transportation 
from Iowa, Minnesota and tue whole 
Northwest to Lake Michigan by open- 
ing water communication which ship- 
pers can utilize by piying a small 
toll to the Government. 


ADJOINS. 


The long session of the Fifty-third 


Congress adjourned yesterday. There 
had not been s quorum in either House 
for a week or more, bat Gonj?rnds had 
to remain nominally in session to pre- 
vent the defeat of the Tariff 
Aft, 


which the President declined to sign, 
bat permitted to become a law with- 
out his approval. 


Two years ago the Democratic party 


carried the country by a decisive ma- 
jority of electoral votes and members 
of Congress. The main issue of the 
campaign, according to 
Republican 


and Democratic speakers and news- 
papers, was the tariff question. The

dependents that the financial question 
was the paramount issue. 


Now, at the very close of what 


might be considered the second ses- 
sion of the Fifty-third Congress,, a 
tariff bill has been passed. This bill, 
according to the figures of the Treas- 
ury experts, reduces the McEinley 
tariff about 11 per cent, which is, after 
all, tba difference- between the Demo- 
cratic freatraders and the Bepublican 
protectionists.

A Country of Vast nnil Varied Resource* 


—Kllecis of Silver Demonetization— 
The Governoigbip. 


EIKO, Nevada, August 27,1894. 


EDITOR JOURNAL:—" Nevada and her 


Resources " is the title of a neat pam- 
phlet of some eighty odd pages issued 
by the State Bureau of Immigration 
some time ago and is devoted to the 
presentation of tbe great mineral, agri- 
culture and other resources of the sev- 
eral counties of the State, all of which 
have been ably and truthfully set forth 
in the most attracting form, excepting 
White Pine county, which is not fullly 
reported. This was, no doubt, unin- 
tentionally overlooked. The descrip- 
tive reference to this county and her 
resources, particularly the southeast- 
ern part, is singularly meagre. The 
county is beyond question one of the 
richest and in many respects the moet 
desirable part of the State to locate 
and establish homes, and for men of 
means to make good and permanent 
investments in mines, ranches, pastoral 
and fruit properties—yes, southeastern 
White Pine is rich in all of the material 
elements that go to make up a prosper- 
ous and happy community. Tlich in 
gold, silver, copper, lead, iron and all 
other metals known to the commerce 
of the world, besides producing grain 
and fruits, many of which are semi- 
tropical. 


The greater portion of Nevada that is 


traversed by the Central Pacific R. B. 
is doubtless the most, barren and unin- 
viting part of the State, excepting a 
greater part of Southern Nye and Es- 
meralda counties, which have within 
their respective limits the great Armo- 
gosa and Balston deserts.

Having recently visited this region of 


country with a view of examining 
mines and agricultural possibilities 
and water supply I have been amazing- 
ly surprised at the natural wealth of 
this county. I will therefore give tie 
many readers of the JOURNAL the benefit 
of my examination and observations 
for 
the 
purpose of doing justice 


to this valuable portion of our State 
that seems to be so little known. I 
find that in place of dry desert plains 
many pleasant and well watered val- 
leys containing a large number of 
farmers with nice homes and surround- 
ings similar to those of older States 
and in some instances discounting our 
neighbors across the Nevadas. 


STEPTOE VALLEY 


In White Pine county in bounded on 
the east by the Shell Creek range and 
on the west by .Egan range. After 
passing Butte valley I entered Steptoe 
at Cherry Creek, once a prosperous 
mining village of some 2,000 or more 
persons with its miues and mills in 
hill blast, but at present all are silent 
as the grave. Nothing is heard but the 
occasional bray of the forlorn and 
lonely donkey on the neighboring hills. 
There still, however, remains some 
twenty families, 
numbering about 


one hundred persons who are chiefly 
engaged in atookraising, thereby hoping 
to tiJa o?er to batter Unas or until 
our masters in Wall Street may have 
sufficiently filled their great, greedy 
maws from our hard earned salaries. 
This they will not do until we show 
ourselves to be men and not galley 
slaves. A single standard means slav- 
ery of the masses aud a double stand- 
ard means flnanc.al freedom not only 
from the gold barons of Wall Street, 
but from the money power of Europe. 
There must be no temporizing at the 
present tims; no trading of horses in 
the middle of the stream of financial 
distress. He who thinks there is any 
relief "to be had in either o'f the old 
parties will be greatly disappointed, as 
both have been tried and found want- 
lug. But I have switched off from the 
main subject, as I continued south- 
ward up Steptoe valley passing, «very 
three or four miles, pleasant homes 
surrounded by shade trees, nice flowers 
and vegetable gardens and fields of 
Lucerne, grain and. wild hay, all well 
watered either from one or more of the 
numerous springs, or from the large 
beautiful streams of cold, clear water 
making 
down 
into 
the 
valley 


through 
the 
gulches, 
first 
on 


one 
side 
and 
then 
the 
other, 


the most numerous being on the Egan 
side of the range. While all of tbe 
ranches from Cherry Creek to Cave 
Creek valley are flue, some special 
mention should be made of Mr. Camp- 
bell, A. H. Mod-ill and Senator Comins. 
The two latter places are but a few 
miles from Ely, the county seat of 
White Fine. This particular portion oT 
White Pine county that I refer to is 
situated along the borders of the Utah 
line, commencing a little north of lati- 
tude 41 degrees north; thence south to 
38 degrees, a distance of some 140 
geographical miles and extending west- 
ward nearly to tbe Nye county line and 
embraces Steptoe Valley, Spring Val- 
ley and the greater portion of Snake 
Valley. Senator Comins and A. H. 
McGill have undoubtedly the two 
largest and best arranged ranches in 
Steptoe Valley, and each have a super- 
abundance of water for all purposes 
from the 8tt>ptoe, Murray and Duck 
creeks. The productiveness of Step- 
toe Valley are well attested when' Ton 
look aud see the large number of ricks 
of hay and tbe waving fields of grass. 
Nearly all of the ranches that I passed 
have commodious nheds for stock and
